Moreover, it is the King and not 
British government that is the source of 
such honors. To reject knighthoods and

The whole silly prohibition is founded on | 
false pride, jealously and rank discourtesy.

“And 
if all else fails,” he concludes, “hang out a 
flaming cresset.” 

By the beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, however, signalling by means of 
colared bunting had been introduced, though 
the transmission of a message continued to 
be a lengthy process owing to the absence 
of signal code flags.

Britain would mean to the United States 
Marshal Petain, like 5s many Americans 
today, thought that if he surrendered to 
Hitler, he ¢ i then retire into neutrality 
But in fact France compelled not merely 
to desert her ally but to turn against her 
ally; to be defeated in this war is not to 


retire from the war but to be pulled over 
on to the other side 

Those Americans who innocently advise 
the British to make peace with Hitler ought 
to realize fromm the exemple of France that 
what they are advocating is something that 
is a deadly danger to America. For the only 
kind of British government that can make 
peace with Hitler a British government 
on the Vichy model, and such a government 
could only hope to get concessions from a 
victorious Hitler if it collaborated with him 
against the last free government left on

Credit for adopting the first properly 
organized code of naval signals by flag must 
be given to the French, who, about 1660, 
introduced into their fleet a system of 
signalling with a colored flag for each letter 
of the alphabet. Actually, the system had 
been drawn up by the Duke of York, after- 
wards James II, during his exile in France. 
Following the Restoration he made every 
effort to have his signalling methods adopted 
by the Royal Navy. Unfortunately, nobody 
would take his advice. 

Considerable improvement was effected 
in 1800, when the Admiralty adopted Sir 
Home Popham’s* Telegraphic Signals. This 
{method consisted in giving each flag a num- 
ber, and combinations of flags could express 
any figure from 1 to 999. The first twenty- 
six combinations referred to the letters of 
the alphabet, while each of the remaining 
973 expressed a simple word or phrase. 
Popham’s system enabled the number of 
signalling flags to be so reduced that at the 
Battle of Trafalgar Nelson conveyed all his 
orders by means of the ten numeral flags 
and half a dozen other flags for answering, 
annulling, and similar purposes. 

999 Combinations 

Nevertheless, Popham’s vocabulary suf- 
fered from the defect that signallers had to 
make themselves familiar with 999 different 
flag combinations, and quickly identify the 
combinations in their code book. Accorde 
ingly, it was not long before seamen of all 
nationalities were experimenting to produce 
a system of flag signalling which would be 
easy to transmit and to read. In 1817 Cap- 
tain Marryat, the novelist, introduced his 
Code of Signals for the Merchant Service, 
which was eventually adopted and still 
remains the basis of the present system of 
flag signalling at sea. 

In 1857 a committee representing al] the 
maritime nations drew up the first official 
Commercial Code of Flag Signals. The Com- 
mercial Code made a break with precedent 
by naming the flags after letters of the 
alphabet, instead of numbering them. 
Eighteen flags were used, representing the 
eighteen consonants from B to W; there were 
no vowels. Thirty years later the Come 
mercial Code was developed into the Inter- 
national Code, and in 1900 this was amended 
and expanded, and flags were provided for 
all the letters of the alphabet. 

During the Great War, however, the 
International Code broke down badly when 
used for constant signalling between mer- 
chantmen and warships of so many varying 
nationalities, After numerous revisions of 
the old code by the Board of Trade the 
present International Signal Code was drawn 
up by an editorial committee representing 
ight nations, and was universally adopted 
in 1934. 


Complete Set of Flags 


Every merchantman and warship carries 
a complete set of the International Signal 
Code flags, which consist of twenty-six 
alphabetical, ten numerals, three substitute 
flags, and an answering pennant. Al) the 
alphabetica] flags are square, except A and 
B, which are burgees, the numerals and 
answering flag are pennants, and the sub- 
stitutes are triangular flags. 

Only five colors, black, white, red, blue, 
and yellow, are employed for the whole 
range of forty flags. Crosses, bars, stripes, 
and other marks are so arranged that the 
|flags are instantly recognizable by their 
| markings in all conditions of daylight. Under 
ordinary conditions a flag signal can be 
read by glass at a distance of about five 
miles 

Flags are never hoisted more than four 
at a time, but the twenty-six alphabetical 
and ten numeral flags can be arranged in 
375,076 ways, the most usual being com- 
binations of letters and figures that represent 
| whole messages. 

Besidés representing a letter of the alpha- 
| bet, each of the twenty-six alphabet flags 
signifies one or other of the twenty-six 
standard orders or phrases. When flown 
from a ship in harbor, the letter P, known 
to even the most lubberly Jandsmen as “Blue 
Peter,’ means “All aboard, I am proceeding 
|to sea”; but when shown by a ship at sea, 
|P mé@ans “Your lights are out.” Q, a plain 
|yellow flag, indicates that the ship is liable 
|to quarantine, but, having no sickness on 
}board, desires a free pratique. L, the 
dreaded “Yellow Jack,” a flag divided into 
black and yellow quarters, signals that the 
ship has contagious disease on board. 

Other single-letter signals are: C, Yes: 
D, Keep clear of me; F, I am disabled; G, 
I want a pilot; K, Stop your ship; N, No; 
O, Man overboard; S, I am going full speed 
jastern; U, You are running into danger; V, 
|I require assistance, In addition, there are 
| Swo-letter, three-letter, and four-letter 
groups. One two-letter signal with which 
(o’o" seaman is familiar enough these days 
is O L, Heave to or I will open fire.

trar, 

The change has been made to 
prevent a repetition of the unusual | 
incident which occurred at the re- | 
cent convocation, when the senate | 
refused by a one-vote majority to 
confer an honorary degree of doctor | 
of laws on Premier William Aber- | 
hart, after a committee of the senate | 
had unanimously recommended that | 
the degree be conferred 

In his statement Mr. Ottewell| 
points out that from 1928 to 1940} 
the recommendations of the com-| 
mittee were invariably accepted | 
without debate; but this year the| 
senate saw fit to refuse the recom- | 
mendation, He pointed out that the 
senate had the legal right to take 
such action

Mr. Ottewell said that since the 
recent meeting of the senate a 
number of letters have been re-

‘approving the senate’s action. Those 
condemning commonly demanded 
that the members of the senate be | 
dismissed. } 
Almost without exception, Mr. 
Ottewell stated, these letters showed 
a complete misunderstanding of the} 
way in which the senate is made up | 
and what authority it possesses and | 
under what authority it acts. | 
Originally the senate was the 
sole governing body of the Uni- | 
versity of Alberta. In 1910 a 
board of governors was created 
and charged with the financial |
